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ANAHEIM CONTINUES TO 
SEND MIXED MESSAGES ON MARIJUANA FRONT 


Anaheim is a tourist destination for many 
reasons—Disneyland, NAMM Convention, 
and definitely the Kush Expo. Once a year 
the Anaheim Convention center fills with 
paraphernalia, literature, swag, and pretty 
much anything else that has to do with 
marijuana save the actual drug (but we know 
everyone attending already got high in the 
parking lot). And yet, Anaheim continues to 
nit pick at small pot shops and even sue their 
landlords. If Anaheim will plaster billboards 
inviting people to the Kush Expo, why are they 
being so stringent with actual businesses? 

For instance, in a surprise move earlier this 
year, Anaheim's city council passed a revised 
ordinance strengthening its already strict 
prohibition on medical marijuana dispensaries. 
With only Mayor Tom Tait opposing the 
move, the council threatened landlords who 
knowingly rent to pot clubs with up to a year in 
jail and fines of up to $2,500 per day that they 
don't comply with the law. 

The new ordinance comes just a few weeks 
after the city—represented by California's 
most powerful anti-marijuana law firm, Best, 
Best & Krieger (BBK)—won its lawsuit against 
Tony Jalali, whose building the city had hoped 
to confiscate until the federal government

backed out of that effort following critical 
news reports originating in this paper. 

Jalali is just your regular old landlord in 
Anaheim, but he may face jail time for trying to 
stand up to the city. A marijuana clinic leased 
retail space in Jalali's property and Jalali was 
told to kick them out. He took the normal 
route of any landlord and sent the clinic a 30- 
day eviction notice, but apparently that wasn't 
good enough for the city. 

Anaheim hired an expensive law firm to 
bring a case against Jalali, which could leave 
him with heavy fines and possible jail time, all 
because he refused to change the locks on his 
tenant's. This is what you get for standing up 
to the man...stay classy, Anacrime! 

Is Medical Marijuana on the Surgeon 
General's Agenda? 

We certainly hope so! Slate released 
an article covering the most recent press 
conference with the U.S. Surgeon General, 
Vivek Murthy, in which he dipped his toe into 
the topic of medical marijuana. His comments 
came quickly during the end of the conference 
but Murthy said he was open to seeing 
marijuana's benefits. Of course, Murthy 
will wait for more studies (don't we have 
ENOUGH?!) until he moves in that direction.

STUDY SHOWS MARIJUANA

to be there is missing -- dispensaries or clinics. 
It's legal to smoke in D.C. but illegal for weed 
shops to operate. Instead, people can only 
gift weed. You're allowed to grow and smoke 
your own crop, and share with friends, but the 
minute you receive something in return for the 
weed -- it's illegal. Some folks in politics are 
not stoked on the idea however, explaining 
that it's not sustainable. 

TWO HOUSE BILLS COULD END 
FEDERAL PROHIBITION OF 
MARIJUANA 


& 



A couple months ago, Congress supposedly 
ended the federal ban on medical marijuana, 
but it's still hard to believe. Last week, the 
Huffington Post published an article on 
two House bills that could end the federal 
government's prohibition of marijuana 
altogether! Two separate congressmen filed 
bills that would allow marijuana to be used 
recreationally on the federal level and be taxed. 
Sounds glorious, doesn't it? States would still 
have the right to make recreational marijuana 
illegal, but loosing the fed's resistance 
dissolves a hurdle. Of course, it would be a 
shock if either bill actually passed... 
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DEAR MEXICAN: I am a half-breed, as 
they say (Mexican father, Anglo mother), and 
recently, I've been reading a lot about the drug 
violence in Mexico. I've become increasingly 
disturbed by the way we Americans are 
directly contributing to this war by supplying 
the demand for drugs while still making it 
illegal to possess them.

not in some way contributing to the Mexican 
drug cartels? Hope you can help. 

WORRIED I'M A HYPOCRITE 

DEAR GABACHA: Hard to say, although it's 
more likely than not. A 2009 finding by the 
White House Office of National Drug Control 
Policy estimated more than 60 percent of 
Mexican drug cartels' $13.8 billion revenue 
in 2006 came from marijuana—but the White 
House is as trustworthy on stats involving 
drugs as a Mexican is with safekeeping a 
bottle of Herradura. The RAND Corporation— 
hardly Up In Smoke acolytes—puts the figure 
at somewhere between 15 percent and 26 
percent in a 2010 study. What both sides do

♦ 
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acknowledge, however, is that the relaxing 
of marijuana laws in states such as California 
has led to a boom in domestic production 
(see my colleague Nick Schou's awesome 
feature from July 8, 2013 "Into the Emerald 
Triangle" which reads like Heart of Darkness 
via Ken Kesey) that is eating directly into 
the cartels' profits, leading to more narcos 
shifting production from Mexico to the United 


States. If you're concerned about where your 
weed comes from, just do what acolytes of 
farmers' markets do: buy local. Make sure 
your neighborhood pot dealer is free of any 
nefarious connections. Grow your own, and 
tell the feds it's Mexican oregano if they 
ask. Better yet, pressure your local and state 
government to legalize the ganja—and, while 
you're at it, can you also press for amnesty?

DEAR GABACHO: Next to "The Mexican 
Hat Dance" and "Livin' la Vida Loca," America's 
favorite Mexican song is "La Cucaracha." Even 
Carl Sandburg was a fan of the cockroach-citing 
ditty—the famed poet included it in his 1927 
collection of folk tunes, The American Songbag. 
Sandburg wrote that he first heard it in 1916 in 
Chicago from two reporters who had covered the 
Mexican Revolution and "had eaten frijoles with 
Villa and slept under Pancho's poncho." Sandburg 
included eight stanzas of "La Cucaracha" in 
The American Songbag, but there are hundreds 
of variations. "'La Cucaracha' is the Spanish 
equivalent of 'Yankee Doodle'—a traditional 
satirical tune periodically fitted out with new 
lyrics to meet the needs of the moment," noted 
Cecil Adams, author of the syndicated column 
"The Straight Dope," in his 2001 take on the 
song's meaning. Indeed, "La Cucaracha" is one 
of the oldest songs in Hispanic culture. There 
are lyrics that ridicule Pancho Villa, the French 
occupation of Mexico, the Carlist Wars of the 
mid-19th century, even the Moors ("From the 
skin of the Moorish king/I have to make a sofa/So 
the Spanish captain/Can sit in it," goes one such 
version—and you think Europe hates Muslims 
today!). I'd never heard the "Cucaracha"/roach 
theory until you mentioned it, High on Life, 
but it wouldn't be the first time gabachos had 
appropriated Mexican culture to describe their 
sinful acts—"Dirty Sanchez," anyone?
